General Order No, 1. 

To the Commanders of Camps and Confederate Veterans of 
Virginia: 

My Dear Comrades: — On October 19, 1910, the Grand Camp 
of Confederate Veterans of Virginia, at its annual session in Nor- 
folk, Va., honored me by conferring upon me the distinguished 
position of Grand Commander for the ensuing year, to go into 
effect on October 2.1, 1910, after the adjournment of the session 
on October 20, 1910. This distinguished honor, the' highest in the 
gift of the Grand Camp, and the highest honor ever conferred upon 
me, was, in terms of my hearty appreciation, accepted by me; and 
at the outset of my administration I invoke your, cordial and 
hearty cooperation in the energetic carrying out of the object for 
which our organization was formed. 1 need scarcely remind the 
brave soldiers and sailors composing the Grand Camp that a full 
measure of success in our object can only come of every man doing 
his full duty. 

I feel that with such heroes as you proved yourselves to be on 
every battlefield during the war, a mere suggestion is only neces- 
sary to inspire the same high spirit to keep in lively remembrance 
the glory of the past, and to insure a full performance of duty in 
the future in building up, by precept and example, the loyal, 
Christian manhood and citizenship of our dear "old State and our 
God-given country. I feel that, to such men, a few suggestions 
are alone necessary to secure, in full measure, the consummation 
of the objects of our organization, as by our By-Laws, "to assist 
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all worthy Confederate Veterans who are indigent and in dis- 
tress; to aid and encourage the formation of Confederate Veteran 
Camps as the means thereto, and to unite all such Camps in 
Virginia in this association," and to make and circulate for our 
children, true history to correct the false and misleading, and to 
perpetuate the sacred memories of the past, to the building up of 
the future. 

I invoke to this end the earnest efforts of our "History Com- 
mittee," "Committee on the Good of the Grand Camp," "Com- 
mittee on Legislation," "Committee on Sons of Veterans and 
Ladies' Auxiliary," and other committees, as important factors in 
our success. 

The Sons of Confederate Veterans and the Daughters of the 
Confederacy must take our places as in God's appointed time we 
are called to a higher sphere of service to receive the hoped-for 
commendation, "Well done, good and faithful servant, enter thou 
into the joys of thy Lord." I earnestly urge upon each one of 
you regular attendance at all Camp meetings, that by your presence 
others may be encouraged to attend as a duty; and most particu- 
larly I urge you when one of our noble spirits is called to the God 
who gave it to be present at the commitment of the honored 
remains to, their last peaceful resting place. I urge a tender care 
•and encouragement of our loyal Confederate choirs, the zealous 
and effective inspiration of our meetings. 

I urge upon Commanders and Adjutants of local Camps a 
prompt report, as they occur, of the death of any member, that our 
rosters may be kept up to date. This is particularly necessary that 
their places as members on committees may be kept filled. 

Let nothing be left undone to perpetuate the memories" of the 
loyal sacrifices of our dear women of the South who in war and in 
peace have proved themselves the purest, best, loveliest and truest 
gifts from our Heavenly Father. 

Let us, my dear comrades, in our tenderest love and care, and 
by true lives as Christian men, prove ourselves worthy of their 
love and confidence. In all these ends I invoke your loyal coopera- 
tion, and may our omniscient and omnipotent God who sustained 
us in war and bountifully blessed us in peace, guide and direct 
and keep us, I devoutly pray.

To th'e Gamps Composing the Grand Camp Confederate Veterans of 
Virginia : 

The twenty-fourth annual meeting of the Confederate Veterans 
of Virginia will be held in Newport News, Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday, October 17th, 18th and 19th, 1911. 

Experience on a former similar occasion has taught the Grand 
Camp what the hospitality and zeal of those extending the invita- 
tion for this meeting at Newport News means. It is the wish of 
your Grand Commander that each Camp will send a full delegation 
and that as many of our comrades as can do so will attend. 

The Adjutants of Camps should immediately make their returns 
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to the Adjutant-General, and remit the dues of their Camps to 
Major 1). A. Brown, Quartermaster-General, Richmond, Va. 

I call your especial attention to Article VIII, Section 1, of the 
By-Laws, reading: 

"Every Camp which has not complied with Article VIII, Sec- 
tion 1, of the By-Laws, Rules and Regulations, which provides that 
each of the Camps composing the Grand Camp shall be assessed 
and pay ten cents per member annually to defray the expenses of 
the Grand Camp, and no Camp shall be entitled to representation 
at any meeting of the Grand Camp Unless its assessment has been 
paid to the Quartermaster- General or other proper officer, prior 
to or at said meeting." 

Iu addition to the requirement under the By-Laws, by a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Grand Camp at its meeting in Lynchburg in 
1904, this matter is urgently passed upon as follows: 

"Your Committee on Credentials would respectfully suggest that 
the various Camps of Virginia be required to render their reports 
and make payment of the dues charged against their respective 
Camps ten days before the meeting of the Grand Camp to the 
Quartermaster-General of the Grand Camp of Virginia, and that a 
copy of this resolution be sent by the Adjutant-General in his 
circular to the Camps requesting payment of annual dues sixty 
days before the meeting of the Grand Camp." 

Your Grand Commander urgently appeals to each Camp not to 
postpone compliance in this matter of vital importance, but to act 
promptly and thereby lessen the burden, caused by delay, upon your 
Adjutant-General, Quartermaster-General, Inspector- General and 
his assistants, who are so zealous in our noble cause. 

This year each District will have one sponsor and one maid, and 
the Grand Camp one chief sponsor and two maids. 

The Adjutants of Camps that have not already done so, will 
forward to the Adjutant-General a roll of their Camps, giving 
opposite each name rank, company, regiment, battalion and branch 
of service.

Comrades :— The grim reaper has invaded our ranks and taken 
our First Lieutenant Grand Commander, MICAJAH WOODS, of 
Charlottesville, Va. His death occurred March 14th, at 8 o'clock 
A. M.— a surprise to his family and friends. Your Grand Com- 
mander was not aware of his sickness; hence when the information 
was flashed over the wire, it came as a shock. 

Comrade Woods was no ordinary man, in the sense that his 
devotion to duty was the mainspring of his life in thought, word 
and action. He was born in Albemarle county, Va., home place, 
"Holkham," May 17, 1844. He received his early education in 
Lewisburg Academy and the military school at Charlottesville. 
At the beginning of the war of 1861 he was a student at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. When the call came he, with other Southerners, 
left the halls of learning and joined the army. In the campaign of 
1861, in West Virginia, he served on the staff of General Jno. B. 
Floyd. In 1862, from May to October, he served as private in the 
Albemarle Light Horse Troops, participating in the battles of Port 
Republic, seven days' fight around Eichmond, Stuart's raid around 
General Pope, second Manassas and others. He was commissioned 
First Lieutenant in the State Line, and Adjutant-General of 
Clarkson's Brigade. In. 1863 he was elected First Lieutenant of 
Jackson's Horse Artillery, A. N. V., in which he served until the 
close of the war, having a record of taking part in many battles. 
He was wounded at Gettysburg and second Cold Harbor. After the 
war he again entered the University of Virginia and prepared him- 
self for the practice of law, in which he made for himself an 
enviable reputation. He stood at the head of his profession; had 
the honor of being president of the State Bar Association, and was 
considered an able advocate. For forty years he held the position 
of Commonwealth's Attorney in his home town, loved and respected 
by all. His life was sweet and lovable. His home was one of con- 
tentment and peace. Hospitable in the extreme, the latch string 
ever hung out to his friends. He was charitable in word and deed. 
The needy, if worthy, always found a helper in him. Comrade 
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Woods was to be our next Grand Commander, and was worthy to 
succeed those who have presided over the Grand Camp. 

"No soldier of fortune, no seeker of pelf, 
No lover of glory and fame, 
But simply a man who was true to himself, 
The home where he dwelt, and his name."

My Dear Comrades: — Following my recent announcement of 
the death of our lamented First Lieutenant Grand Commander, 
Micajah Woods, it becomes my sad and painful duty, as your 
Grand Commander, to announce to you the death of our Surgeon- 
General, HERBERT M. NASH. 

On April 24, 1911, Doctor Nash was taken to the Sarah Leigh 
Hospital, in Norfolk, for an operation for an organic malady from 
which he had been a sufferer for nearly a year. The operation was 
performed on April 25th, with skill, but, following it, from the 
ravages of the disease, his pure, noble spirit took its flight to the 
God who gave it, at 3 :30 P. M., April 26, 1911. 

For over thirty years Doctor Nash had been my warm personal 
friend, and was my family physician. He was the nestor of his 
profession in Norfolk and had a State-wide reputation. He was 
naturally endowed with a brilliant mind, and by education, wonder- 
fully equipped for a life of great usefulness and skill, as the leading 
physician of our community, in which he was universally beloved, 
possessing the absolute confidence of all who knew him. 

Doctor Nash was born in Norfolk in June, 1831, and at the time 
of his death was nearly eighty years of age. Two years after he com- 
menced the practice of his profession the terrible epidemic of yellow 
fever of 1855 broke out in Norfolk, and Doctor Nash, always true to 
the duty of every hero, took his place among the heroes who fought 
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the ravages of the disease, and, personally and professionally, rend- 
ered noble service to the sufferers. When our late Civil War began, 
Doctor N ash was' among the first to volunteer in the defense against 
the invasion of the soil of Virginia. He served all through the war 
with the Army of Northern Virginia, with General Eobert E. Lee 
and in General Jackson's Valley Campaign, with the enthusiasm 
of a patriot and with the efficient skill of a well equipped surgeon 
and physician, and remained in active service until they surrendered 
at Appomattox. At the close of the war he returned to his native 
city and resumed the practice of his profession, which lie prose- 
cuted actively up to about a year ago, when, from depleted physical 
strength, he curtailed it. During all those years of labor* he won 
the universal love, admiration and confidence of all who knew him. 
He took the liveliest interest and participation in every measure 
involving the interest of Norfolk and of Virginia. He was an 
earnest and faithful communicant of St, Paul's Episcopal Church, 
serving in the vestry for thirty odd years. He was up to the time 
of his death a member of the Board of Managers of the "Norfolk 
Seamen's Friend Society." For a long term of years he had been 
an enthusiastic member of the Pickett-Buchanan Camp of Con- 
federate Veterans, and had always been the surgeon of that Camp. 
Por a number of years lie was Surgeon-General of the Grand Camp, 
having succeeded Dr. Herbert Claiborne, whose death caused a 
vacancy. 

Dor a great many years he served his city and State in the highest 
positions within their gift— as member of the City Health Com- 
mission; as member of the Board of Quarantine Commission; as 
President of the Virginia Medical Society; as President of 'the 
State Board of Medical Examiners. In these and other high posi- 
tions of confidence and trust he served with unrelenting faithful- 
ness, and with great ability and efficiency. His life was one of 
faithfulness to duty in its every position— as husband, father, bro- 
ther, friend, physician, citizen and patriot. Such a life is a bene- 
diction to mankind, and an inspiration as an exemplar to all who 
knew and loved him. He has, in God's omniscience, been taken to 
a higher sphere of everlasting life to receive the reward from the 
God whom he faithfully served. May God bless his memory.

My Dear Comrades of the Grand Confederate Veterans oe 
Virginia : — Standing as we do, in this beautiful, enterprising and 
hospitable city of Newport News, that shares with her older sisters, 
Norfolk, Portsmouth and Hampton, the honor of being at the front 
door of our beloved old mother of states, Virginia, which is open to 
the world ; I greet you upon this, the twenty- fourth annual meeting 
of our organization, and with you, I give thanks to Almighty God, 
our Heavenly Father, in whom we live and move and have our being, 
that in His mercy and providence, He has spared so many of our 
dear comrades to assemble here and participate in our deliberations, 
in perpetuation of the sacred memory of the past, and for the 
building up of true, loyal and patriotic citizenship, for the future 
of our great country. 

Since we last met, in October, 1910, in the dear old city of Nor- 
folk, over 400 of our patriotic Confederate veterans have yielded up 
thpir true and loyal spirits to Almighty God, who, in his omnis- 
cience, called them from a Camp Militant to a Camp Triumphant. 
Among these were our beloved First Lieutenant- Grand Commander, 
Micajah Woods, and our beloved and venerable Surgeon-General, 
Herbert M. Nash, of the Grand Camp, of whose deaths I sent 
obituary letters to the State Camps. With you, while we express 
our profound grief at these, our great losses, we bow our heads in 
resignation to all that God suffereth and ordereth, with the absolute 
and confident hope that these noble spirits, true and loyal to every 
duty, are now enjoying their reward in that life everlasting, coming 
to those who had, under God, led true, faithful and loyal lives. 

In making my annual report I wish to thank our efficient and 
zealous Adjutant-General, Joseph V. Bidgood, the Inspector- Gen- 
eral, Tipton D. Jennings, and his Assistant Inspector-General; the 
Quartermaster-General, David A. Brown, Jr. ; Committees, Com- 
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manders and Adjutants of Camps, and all others who have aided 
in promoting the good of the Grand Camp. 

My distinguished predecessor, Judge Ewell, in his full and able 
report, as Grand Commander, to the Grand Camp at its last annual 
meeting, made many most valuable and far-reaching recommenda- 
tions and suggestions which were referred to the proper committee 
for cognizance and report and which were of such importance, that 
the committee wisely asked, and were granted, permission for more 
time for their full consideration, and will, I hope, make a report 
thereon at this meeting. As these important and comprehensive 
recommendations are in the proper channel for adjudication, no 
comment by me is necessary. The committees of the Grand Camp 
are full of importance to the well-being and success of our organiza- 
tion, and this is pre-eminently true in regard to our History Com- 
mittee. It is greatly to be hoped that the most intelligent and far- 
reaching report made by General Thomas T. Munford, chairman of 
that committee, upon the "Flag and Seal of Virginia," and pub- 
lished in the "Proceedings" of the last meeting of the Grand Camp, 
may receive the consideration which is merited by its vital import- 
ance and the great labor and research which were so patriotically 
expended upon it. Again, to this able, loyal and intelligent Com- 
mittee on History also falls the careful vigilance over the histories, 
as text-books used in our schools, than which I can imagine, no 
more vitally important matter. Any person administering poison 
to a human being, causing the death of the body, would be adjudged 
in any court of the civilized world, guilty of murder. How much 
greater is the crime of administering the insidious poison of false- 
hood in the histories written as text-books, used in our schools, by 
which the hearts and minds of our children are perverted ? Actuated 
by a sense of the gravity of this important matter, I requested our 
History Committee to secure and examine a copy of "Elson's 
History," reported as having been used in Roanoke College, and 
to report to the Grand Camp, at this meeting, by resolution or 
otherwise, such recommendations as might, from careful exami- 
nation, be deemed necessary for protection against anything per- 
nicious evolved by their investigation of that history so severely 
condemned by the press of our State. I hope that the Grand 
Camp may, at this meeting, receive a report on this subject from 
our History Committee. I feel that our standard of civilization 
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in the South lias been such that we can invite and bear the truth; 
but we will guard against any falsehood tending to poison the 
youthful minds regarding the purity, chastity and moral character 
of our southern people. The children of the noble men and women 
of our fair Southland, should be, as a matter of right, proud of 
their progenitors and it behooves our organization to vigilantly 
guard against the use of any so-called history that villifies their 
noble ancestry. 

During the tenure of the high office of Grand Commander with 
which you honored me and which closes upon the final adjourn- 
ment of this meeting, I have done what I could to promote and 
advance the purpose of our organization. I have delivered several 
addresses at various points in the State, and have been much 
encouraged by the numerical strength and zealous enthusiasm ex- 
hibited on those occasions. Many of those meetings were held 
under the auspices of our noble women, who, God bless them, are 
as true today as were their mothers during our great war for 
rights under the Constitution. The women of the South are the 
choicest gift from Almighty God, and I can ask, for ourselves, no 
higher lives than to prove ourselves worthy of their confidence and 
love. I congratulate the Grand Camp upon having with us today 
so many of these fair ones, to participate in our proceedings and 
to grace them by their presence. The Confederate Choirs, the 
sponsors and maids, and others, are all here to inspire and encour- 
age us. I am glad to report that we have 113 organized Camps 
in our dear old Commonwealth and that we have with us today 
representatives from most of these Camps. This, forty-six years 
after the close of the war, is a unique and wonderful evidence of 
the vitality and fidelity of our organization. 

To promote a continued and full consummation of the aims and 
purposes of our organization I urgently invoke the blessing of God 
in putting into every heart and mind a zealous determination to 
do their full duty in performance of the obligations resting on 
every individual member. 

I greet with the greatest pleasure the encouraging delegation 
from the Virginia Division of the United Sons of Confederate Vet- 
erans who are with us to participate in our meetings, and I 
earnestly recommend every effort on the part of the Grand Camp 
to encourage in every way, any and all measures contributive to» 




building up a firm cooperation of this loyal band of United Sons 
of Confederate Veterans, destined in God's own time, to take upon 
themselves and perpetuate the high aims of our organization. 

As true and loyal Confederates I commit you all, individually 
and collectively, to the continued guidance, mercies and blessings 
of Almighty God.

We, the Finance Committee of the Grand Camp, respectfully submit that 
we have examined the report of our Quartermaster-General and find pay- 
ments made by him supported by proper vouchers. Amount on hand 
October 18, 1910, was $379.33 ; amount collected during the year, $397.10; 
amount expended, $680.27, leaving a balance of $96.16 in the hands of our 
treasurer. 

As will be seen by this report, the revenue of the Grand Camp is de- 
creasing. Your Committee would, therefore, recommend care in future 
expenditures. We would commend our Quartermaster-General, David A. 
Brown, Jr., for Iris faithful and efficient services so freely given to the 
Grand Camp.

That contributions to the records of local camps of papers to be 
prepared by individual members, containing their personal recollections of 
interesting events or incidents of the war, be encouraged. 

5th. That muster-rolls of all Conf ederate soldiers be made by the several 
camps in the locality where their enlistments took place, and be filed with 
the Adjutant-Genera], of the Grand Camp. 

6th. That the war record of each member of every camp be procured and 
filed in the respective local camp's archives. 

The Committee is of the opinion that there exists no urgent necessity for 
materially changing and amending the by-laws, rules and regulations. 
What has been the law governing the order for the past twenty-four years 
of its existence is good and plain enough for all intents and practical pur- 
poses for the present as well as for the future, which, in the nature of 
things, cannot be very long extended. Though our companions are becoming 
weighted down with increasing years, and while the Grim Reaper is 
gradually gathering in his hosts, the order seems, nevertheless, to be in a 
very prosperous condition, as Is evidenced when we join with a. communion 
of spirits every year in enjoyable reunions to greet and meet each other 
in a true spirit of comradeship and brotherly love.

At the regular meeting held this day the following resolutions were 
presented and unanimously adopted by this Camp: 

At its regular meeting in February last this Camp adopted resolutions 
expressive of its condemnation of Bison's history, and calling upon the 
faculty of Roanoke College to discontinue its use in the college and abolish 
it as an unfit book to be taught in the college. Since then a meeting of 
the trustees has been held, at which meeting a resolution was offered by a 
member requiring the abolishment of the book. The president of the 
college objected to its passage. A resolution was substituted and passed 
discontinuing its use as a text book, but in its phraseology equivocal and 
vacillating as to the book and its further use. The faculty has also 
issued a statement equally as unsatisfactory and inconclusive. In all this, 
this Camp is sadly disappointed. Both bodies have attempted to com- 
promise this question, and by this course cast a stain upon the distin- 
guished career of the college that has heretofore been a grand educational 
institution. Its alumni have made distinguished history — in the pulpit, at 
the bar, in legislative halls, upon the bench, and in every department of 
honorable endeavor. It is embedded in the sympathies and esteem of all 
classes. But when the present management seeks to use a history that is 
false and slanderous of the South and its people and is defamatory of the 
Confederate soldier and the Confederate cause, sympathy is weakened and 
interest wanes. 
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The questions involved are too deeply rooted in the Hearts and lives of 
our people to be tampered with in this half-hearted manner. No com- 
promise is allowable. The records of our past are written up and sealed 
and admit now of no interlineations or amendments. Histories taught in 
our schools and colleges muni contain the truth about the South, her 
history, her traditions and her people. We ask this not only for our own 
schools, but for the schools of every section of our common country. Our 
sons and daughters should be taught true, impartial history and thereby 
be inspired to a higher patriotism and admiration, not only for the glorious 
history and grand achievements of our Southland, but of our common 
country. Such a history tends to inspire a nobler and stronger devotion 
to our country and to the section in which we live and to which we are 
loyally attached. But; we would forfeit the respect of posterity and be 
branded as cravens and cowards did we not lift our voice in condemnation 
of the course sought to be pursued by the present management of Roanoke 
College. 

We as a Camp of Confederate Veterans, representing all its membership 
and in behalf of the Confederate soldiers of Roanoke county, give this 
utterance to our feelings upon the course of Roanoke College in very deep 
sorrow, for it brings us in direct antagonism to men whom we esteem and 
an institution of learning that is dear to us for what it has done in the 
past, in its strivings to elevate and make better all who have come Withi?i 
its influence. 

The Confederate soldier and the Confederate cause are, in our affections, 
next to the love for our religion. Therefore, be it 

Resolved. 1st. That we again respectfully ask the present management 
of Roanoke College to take a public and more positive stand against the 
teachings and influence and use of this book. 

'M. That a copy of this paper be laid before the trustees of the College 
at their annual meeting in June next and be presented to the meeting of 
the Grand Camp of Virginia at its meeting in October next at Newport 
News. 

3d. That we are deeply moved and gratified at the interest felt by the 
Veterans of this State expressed through their respective Camps, and to 
our noble women, the "Daughters of the Confederacy," in their several 
Chapters throughout the State in their action condemnatory of the false 
and pernicious teachings of this book.

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A TRIBUTE OF RESPECT

great struggle for our inheritance as bequeathed by the Fathers of

The Secretary of the Virginia Military Records, submitted the 
following : 

To the Grand Camp Confederate Veterans, of Virginia: 

Comrades: — Peeling that you are naturally interested in the 
progress of the work in the Department of Virginia Military 
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Records, I respectfully invite your attention to a brief statement con- 
cerning the same. 

On the first day of March, 1910, I was commissioned Secretary 
of Virginia Military Records by His .Excellency, William Hodges 
Mann, Governor of Virginia, I assumed the duties of the depart- 
ment, relying upon the guidance of an all-wise Providence and the 
encouragement, cooperation and help of the comrades of 1861-1865, 
and all others cherishing a desire to see the work go forward. I am 
grateful now, at the end of more than eighteen months to say that 
my hopes and my labors have not been in vain. On the 29th day 
of December, 1910, I forwarded to the Governor of Virginia a 
report, giving a brief but somewhat comprehensive explanation of 
the work of this department and the manner in which it is eon- 
ducted. 

Since the making of that report much data of inestimable value 
and many authentic muster rolls have been secured, and are being 
transcribed with all possible diligence. Up to this date there have 
been spread upon the records as prescribed by the Legislature sixty- 
fonr regiments of infantry, embracing about sixty-five thousand 
names, together with the notations thereafter so far as the history 
of each man is obtainable, as described in the report. Though good 
progress has been made, I have not } r et fully completed the recorda- 
tion of the regular infantry, as much material, including the reports 
of the various Commissioners of the Revenue of the State under 
acts of the General Assembly of Virginia for 1898-1900, is to be, 
and is being examined, checked up and the names secured there- 
from recorded under the particular branch of the service in which 
they should appear. There remains for recordation after the en- 
rolling of the regular infantry regiments, the battalions of infantry, 
the reserve forces, local defence troops, home guards, provost 
guards, militia, etc. ; the cavalry, artillery, navy, marine and signal 
corps, and generals and staffs. You will readily appreciate, there- 
fore, the magnitude of the work and what still remains to be clone. 

The energetic continuation of this work without interruption is 
imperative, for, as is stated in the aforesaid report, those from 
whom the most reliable information and aid can be obtained are 
rapidly passing from the field of action, and present activity, is 
the essence of the bounds and limitations to which this department 
may attain. 
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It is to be hoped, in view of these facts, that the Grand Camp 
will exert its influence and shape its endeavors to the end that the 
next General Assembly continue and encourage this work by appro- 
priations adequate to insure its proper completion. The task is a 
labor of love and a duty which the State owes to the heroes who 
wore the gray, that their names, while there is yet time and oppor- 
tunity, may be saved from oblivion and placed upon enduring 
records, where like their deeds, they will shine with glory through 
coming ages. 

I take this opportunity to extend my most grateful acknowledg- 
ments to those from whom I have received encouragement and 
assistance, the number is legion; and to urgently request all who 
have in their possession any records, muster rolls, papers or other 
data pertaining to the soldiers who entered the Confederate service 
from Virginia, to apprise me at once of what they have, and to 
allow me the opportunity of examining and making copies of same 
for permanent recordation and preservation.
